Rome, Sept. 4. 


N the 26th ult. the Congregation which has the 
Title of Super Nonnullis, met, and paffed Sen- 
tence upon the Bithop of Targa, Brother to the Car- 
dinal Cofcia, who has been a Prifoner with him for 
feveral Years, in the Caftle of St. Angelo. By this 
Sentence the Bifhop is to lofe all his Benefices ; to be 
banifhed for 5 Years toa Monaftery ; to make a Pre- 
fent to 5 feveral Churches of a Silver Lamp, each va- 
lued at 300 Crowsis; and alfo to indemnify the Pro- 
prietors of the Caftle of Terracufa, for the Prejudice 
he did them, when, from a Principle of Revenge un- 
becoming 2 Bilhop, he caufed their Caitle to be burnt. 
Moreover the Congregation has ordered him to give an 
exact Account of what he has done with the Revenues 
of the Bifhoprick of Melfi. Some fanfy that this Sen- 
tence will be mitigated by the Pope ; whereas the Pub- 
lick in general, who have not forgot their old Grie- 
vances fuffered from the Family of Cofcia, think it a 
very mild one. The Cardinal’s Affair is alio very 
near being determined. ‘The 2gth ult. a Reward was 
offered by Proclamation, of 500 Crowns, to whofoe- 
ver thall deliver up, dead or alive, the Marquis Crif- 
paldo of Perufa, who killed feveral of the Pope’s Ofh- 
cérs, that were fent to his Houfeto fequefler his Ef- 
feéis. 

Modena, Sept. 6. The Spanifh Garifon found in Mi- 
randola but a few Pieces of Cannon, 36 Bullets, and 4 
Barrels of Gunpowder ; fo that the vigorous Defence 
made by the Commandant during a Siege of 44 Days, 
cannot be enough commended. "Tis confirmed, chat 
the faid Commandant, and 8 other Officers, have been 
fet at Liberty, on Condition that they hall not ferve 
againit the Allles, either in Italy or Germany, for 3 
Years tocome. ‘The Garifon was Yefterday conduc- 
ted Prifoners of War to Parma; and ’tis faid, that 
430 of them have lifted in the Troops of Spain, upon 
the Report that they were to be carried to Genoa, and 
from thence to be traniported to Oran, to fight the 
Blacks in Africa. 

Roweredo, Sept. 10. On the sthand 6th Inflant the 
French, Spanifh, and Piedmontefe Troops, to the 
Number of 54,000 Men, left their Quarters in the 
Wantuar and the €remonefe, marched in 12 Columns, 
and entered on the 7th, much about the fame ume, 
into the Territories of the Republick of Venice. The 
French advanced between the Adige and the Lake de 
Garda, to hinder the Imperialifts from returning that 
Way into Lombardy. ‘The Spaniards filed off towards 
the Vicentin, to prevent the Emperor’s Troops alfo 
from returning into Italy by the Way of Carinthia 
and Friuli. And the Piedmontefe marched into the 
Brefcian, to poflefs the Necks and Pafles of that Pro- 
vince, to hinder the Imperialifts from returning thro’ 
the Valteline. At the fame time the Duke de Noailles 
has caufed the great Sluice to be fhut up, which fepa- 
rates the Part ot the Lake de Garda, belonging to the 
Republick of Venice, from that Part which belongs to 
the Country of Trent. Thele great Motions ot the 
Troops of the Allies, oblige thofe of the Emperor that 
are quartered on the Frontiers of this Country, to keep 
conitantly on their G uard againft any Infult from their 
Enemy. 

Venice, Sept. 10. Moft of our Nobility and foreign 
Minifters went out to fee the March of the Confederace 
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Troops, into the Territories of this Republick. They 
have brought 12 Days Provifions with them, and have 
formed great Magazines in feveral Parts of this Coun- 
try, from whence, we are aflured, they will march 
into the Tyrolefe. 

Koningsberg, Sept. 7. King Staniflaus and his Party 
ftill wait herewith Patience, to fee what the King of 
France will do for them with Regard to Poland. King 
Auguitus has permitted the Nobility who are at 
Warfaw, to correfpond freely with thoie who remain 
here, and in the other Parts of Ducal Proffia. ’Tis 
imagined, that this Prince, by a Proceeding fo traly 
generous, hopes to bring over thofe Lords to his Party, 
or, at leaft, to engage them to give their Attendance 
in the eniuing General Dyet of Pacification. King 
Staniflaus has the Satisfaétion to fee, that the Numbet 
af his Adherents. increafes rather than diminifhes. That 
Prince, and his Lords, have received Letters acquaint~ 
ing them, that in féveral of the Palatinates and Dif- 
tricts of Great Poland, where Petty Dyets were affem- 
bled, near 160 Lords and Gentlemen have figned the 
Manifefto which was publifhed here on the 30th of 
july lait ; wherein the,King, and the Confederacy of 
Dzikow, proteit againit the Validity of the enfuing 
Dyct of Pacification. The Number of Polith Noble- 
men that are here, amounts to.near 56, including Pre- 
lates, Palatines, Starofts, and Dignitariess and the 
Number of Gentlemen of this Party, that are aétually 
in the fame Province, is faid to amount to above 
1500. 

Leipfich, Sept. 17. We are afluved that the Primate 
of Poland has written the following Letter to King Sta- 
niflaus, concerning his Motives for fubmitting to King 
Auguftus. 


Moft Grinian Sir, 


HE Refolution I have taken fo fubmit to our 
moit gracious Sovereign King Auguftus III. 
ought not to be imputed to any Want of Efteem for 
your illuftrious Perion, endued with the moft worthy 
and moft excellent Virtues, with which it hath plea- 
fed the Almighty to adorn your Soul. It was the 
Confideration of Qualities fo commendable that de- 
termined me, as well as the greateit Part of the No- 
bility, to elect your Royal Perfon for our King 
and Sovereign Lord. We fupported that Election 
till our dear Country was entirely ravaged and 
ruined. I have fince experienced that it was vain 
for me, and for all the Powers of the Univerfe, to re- 
fift the fupreme Will of God, by whom Kings are 
eftablifhed. I confidered the Troubles of the Repub- 
lick asa Punifhment from Heaven, and my Misfor- 
tunes as due to my Sins, which had, in Part, occafio- 
ned the prefent Calamities. I therefore judged, that 
at length it was high Time to open my Eyes, to 
difcharge my Confcience, and to fubmit to the King 
whom the Almighty has placed upon the Throne, 
and whom he maintains thereon by his Wifdom, 
which, by Decrees that are infallible, baffles all our 
Schemes, for want of being founded on true Piety. 
Your Majefty mutt be fully convinced of this, by the 
Misfortunes and Dangers to which your Royal Per- 
fon has been expofed. Reafons of this Nature can- 
not but be prevailing, even with the wifeft Prince in 
the World, to refign himfelf, without Relu@ance, to 
the Divine Providence ; efpecially when it plainly 
appears, that ifuch is the Will of God, as it is alfo 
the Sentiment and refpectful Advice of him, who 
fhall always think it his Honour to be moft affectio- 
nate to your Royal Perfon.

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Copenhagen, Sept. 13. Yelterday, and not before, 
they began to unlade the Merchandize that was on 
board the 5 Hamburghers taken and brought into this 
Port, and to carry them into the Warchoufes. 

From Marfoal de Coigm’s Camp at Lermerfocim, 
Sept. 10. We have no News to iend you from this 
Place, where we think of ftaying 5 or 6 Days longer, 
becaufe we find more Forage here than we at firft ex- 
pected. All the Appearances of Prince Eugene’s 
pafling the Rhine and of his giving us Battle, are 
vanifhed. That Prince continues at Fleidelberg, and 
his Troops lie incamped on both Sides the Neckar, to 
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he Number of 81 Battalions and 56 Squadrons. His 
oid Camp ‘at Bruchfal and its Lines, are tall guar 
by ‘Troops, and the reft of his Army 1s divided into 
émall Bodies, Part of which poflefs the Intrenchments 
that have been made from Exlingen to Neckerau; but 
the-moft confiderabie Body next to that with Prince 
Eugene, is encamp'd under Mentz. This Body con- 
fits of 25,000, Mem, and fotages below that City on 
the Side of Coblentz, where we have not yet been, 
which is the Reafon that we fee nothing of the Enemy, 
except a few Huffars that continue hovering about our 
Camp. If the Enemy fhould make any Motions, 
the Count de Belleifle is ready to march with a confi- 
derable Detachment, to oblerve their Motions. But 
*tis thought the Campaign will end very quietly about 
the Middle of Oftober. ‘They write from Vienna, 
that the Emperor has order’d a General's Commifiion 
t6 be difparch’d for the Baron de Stentz, as a Reward 
for his gallant Defence of Mirandola. > 

Ratishon, Sept. 15. ‘The Elector of Bavaria’s Con- 
tingent of Forces will not go this Year to the Army on 
the Rhine, becaufe the Seafon is fo far advanced. ‘The 
Fleftor Palatine has laid before the Dyet an Account of 
the Damages which his Dominions have fultained by 
the Marches and Incampments of the Army of the 
Empire amounting to 464,688 Florins; as alfo an 

“Account of the Expences he has been put to for fup- 
plying the faid Army with Provifions and Forage, 
amounting to 1,505,922 Florins. 

From the Upper Rhine, Sept. 17. The French Army 
has made a Motion nearer to Frankendale. ‘The Mar- 
fhal de Coigny has his Head Quarters at Hippenheim, 
upon the Brook of Worms, and the Count de Belleifle, 
with the Body of Referve, has giis at Great Carlbach. 
°Tis ftill affirmed, that Prince Eugene will fer out about 
the latter End of this Month for Vienna, and that the 
Prince cf Anhalt Deffau is to command the Imperial 
Army in his Abfence. 

Heidelberg, Sept. 17. Yeterday a French Trumpeter 
arrived with Letters for Prince Eugene and General 
Seckendorf, and went back again this Day with his 
Anfwer, which as well as the Difpatches he brought, 
is an intire Secret. Immediately after the French 
Army decamp’d for Hippenheim, where the Princes 
of the Blood, and the other Generals have fix'’d their 
Quarters, a Detachment of Nuflars came into the 
Villages abandoned by the Enemy, and furpriz’d two 
French Officers there; and the Night before lait, a 
Detachment of Ruffians that was pofted in the Ifle of 
Molberg, pafled the Rhine by Day-break, and at- 
tacked a Redoubt, fituate about half a League from 
Worms; but was vigoroufly repulfed by a Swifs Captain 
that commanded it. ‘Dittempers are fo rife in the 
Marfhal de Coigny’s Army, that feveral Soldiers die 
every Day. 

Hanau, Sept. 17. M. Van Reck, the King of Great 
Britain's Commiflary, arrived here the 14th with a 3d 
Convoy of Proteftant Emigrants, who were afterwards 
fent forward for England, from whence they are to be 
tranfported, as the former were, to the new Colony of 
Georgia in America, under the Conduct of Mr. Ogle- 


Cohan, Sept. 20. As there is no Expectation of any 
confiderable Motion towards the Rhine for the Remain- 
der of this Seafon, feveral Ruffian and Saxon Princes 
and Noblemen that came to join their Countrymen in 
the Empire, are fet out Homewards, 

Weel, Sept. 21. A horrid Confpiracy was difcover'd 
fome Days ago, which had been form’d by feveral 
Soldiers of the Garifon, to fet Fire to this Town and 


its Fortrefs. The Meafures for apprehending them 


were fo well concerted, that not one of the Villains 
efcaped ; and feveral Wheels and Gibbets are preparing 
for their Execution, which is to be next Week.
